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THE ADVENTURE STORY of Wyoming has all the ingre- 
dients of a classic western. In a colorful setting of open 
rangeland and rugged mountains, a cast of Indians, trap- 
pers, stockmen, farmers, miners and oilmen have played 
their roles in a sometimes flamboyant, sometimes starkly 
simple drama. 


Wyoming's ‘firsts’ echo the breadth and beauty of the 
landscape. Yellowstone was the first national park, Devils 
Tower the first national monument and Shoshone the first 
national forest. In addition, there are Grand Teton National 
Park, Fort Laramie National Historic Site and two national 
recreation areas: Bighorn Canyon and Flaming Gorge. Eight 
national forests and a national grassland encompass 15 per- 
cent of the state's area. The state park system preserves areas 
of scenic, historic or recreational value. 


These features are superimposed on a land that aver- 
ages more than 6,000 feet in elevation. Summits soar above 
10,000 feet in the Bighorn, Absaroka, Teton, Gros Ventre 
and Wind River ranges in the northwest and in the Medi- 
cine Bow and Laramie ranges in the southeast. Gannett 
Peak (13,804 ft.), in the Wind River Range, is the highest

This magnificent out-of-doors is the focus for recreation 
throughout the year. Lakes, streams and reservoirs offer 
unsurpassed fishing as well as boating and water skiing. 
Hunters find elk, moose, bear and mountain sheep in the 
high country and pronghorn and mule deer almost every- 
where. In summer, dude ranches and outfitters offer 
horseback trips into some of the most scenic sections of 
the state. Snowy winters provide plenty of opportunities for 
downhill and cross-country skiing and snowmobiling. 


Although Cheyenne is the capital, it is probably more 
widely known for its Cheyenne Frontier Days celebration 
and rodeo, held each July. Casper vies with Cheyenne for 
the title of largest city. Laramie is the home of the Univer- 
sity of Wyoming. 
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BECAUSE Jim Colter’s description of the outlandish area 
he had discovered in 1807 seemed so unbelievable, the re- 
gion was dubbed “‘Colter’s Hell."” Nearly two centuries later, 
the thousands who view the thermal wonders of Yellow- 
stone National Park each year still find it fantastic. It isa 
weird, restless land, gurgling and hissing with boiling pools, 
mudpots and geysers. The Yellowstone River roars through 
its canyon, taking two awesome plunges over the Upper and 
Lower Falls along the way. Yellowstone Lake, which hasa 
shoreline of more than 100 miles, is the largest lake in North 
America to be found at such an elevation—more than 7,700 
feet. Although vehicles clog the roads during the summer, 
there remain regions of the park that are seen only by an 
occasional backpacker. 


A few miles of forest-lined highway separate Yellow- 
stone from its southern neighbor, Grand Teton National 
Park. The beauty here is of a different sort than that of Yel- 
lowstone. Leaping almost vertically out of the Jackson Hole, 
the dramatically serrated Tetons create a breathtaking 
landscape that is unique in the nation. Magnificent sce- 
nery, exciting float trips on the Snake River and plentiful 
year-round recreational opportunities are seasoned witha 
liberal dollop of Wild West flavor.

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COLORADO'S SCENIC GLORY, the Rocky Mountains tumble north 
to south across two-fifths of the state. More than 50 peaks reach 
elevations over 14,000 feet; in Rocky Mountain National Park alone, 
62 summits exceed 12,000 feet. In addition to visual riches, the 
Rockies yield a great amount of Colorado's material wealth. The 
gold and silver booms of the 19th century have given way to a 
flourishing year-round tourism industry.

in the world—is available on the deep powder snow that coats the 
mountains from November into April. 


Cities ancient and modern show another side of Colorado. The 
cliff dwellings at Mesa Verde National Park, which now echo only 
to visitors’ footsteps, were a principal Indian community from 
about A.D. 500 to 1225. At the other extreme is busy Denver, cap- 
ital of the state. Along with Boulder, Colorado Springs, Golden, 
Pueblo and other cities, it provides cultural and educational op- 
portunities to match a remarkable natural beauty.
